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SURRENDEH  OF  THE  AXIS  PO'.‘/ERS 

The  twenty  days  of  July,  191-I-5/  and  subsequent  Mlied 
victories  shattered  any  legend  of  Inherent  military  superiority 
which  may  still  have  clung  to  the  Axis  powers.  They  had  been 
outgeneraled,  outfought  and  repeatedly  beaten  during  these  sum-  i 

mer  months.  \nd  though  their  defeats  were  not  Irreparable,  It 
had  become  plain  that  little  co-operation  existed  between  the 
efforts  of  Germany,  Italy  and  Japan.  Despite  clever  propaganda 

to  the  contrary,  the  three  nations  were  fighting  as  many  separate 
wars . 
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
